fage {peaks not a decilive language. There 


is not a feading fentencein it, that will not 
admit of different conttruftions ; and, tak- 
en together, it is an inftrument on which 
a great variety of tanes may be played. 
We confefs, however, that there are certain 
parts of it, which, if we uaderftand them, 
we are bound to approve. But, let it be 
remembered, Mr. Jefferfon has talked 
well, betore now. From the time of his 
inauguration to the preleat day, his words 
and his works have been at variance—hiS 
profeffions and his prattice have been two, 
and very different, things. We have our 
fears, that this will now be the cafe; bur, 
with better hopes, we will patiently wait 
the iffue, and, if favorable, will candidly 
acknowledge it. 


We leave to abler hands, the tafk of 
minutely and critically examining this 
meffage. We thall only fubjoin a few re- 
marks on fome of its molt promincut fea- 
tures.

AT a moment when the nations of Eu- 
rope are in commotion and arming again 
each other, when thofe with whom we 
have principal intercourle are engaged in 
the general conteft, and when the counte- 
nance of fome of them towards our peace- 
able country threatens that even that may 
not be unaffeéted by what is palling on the 
general theatre, a meeting of the reprefen- 
tatives of the nation in both houfes of con- 
grefs bas become more than vfually defir- 
able. Coming from every feétion of our 
country, they bring withthem the [enti- 
ments.and the information of the whole, 
and will be enabled to give a dire€tion to 
the public affuirs which the will and the 
wifdom of the whole wi!l approve and 
fupport. 

In taking a view of the ftate of our 
country, we in the fi: ft place notice the 
late affliction of two ot our cities underthe 
fatal fever which in latter times has occa- 
fionally viGited our fhores. Providence in 
his gooduefs gave it an early termination 
on this occafion, and leffzned the number 
of viétims which have ufually fallen be- 
fore it. Inthe courfe of the feveral vifit- 
ations by this difeafe, it has appeared that 
it is ftri€tly local, incident to cities and on 
the tide waters only, incommunicable in 
the country eher by perfons under the 
difeafe, or by goods carried trom difeafed 
places ; that its accefs is with the autumn, 
and it difappears with the carly frolts, Thefe 
reftrictions within narrow hmits of time 
and {pxce give fecurity even to our mara- 
time cities, during three fourths of the 
year, andto the country always. Altho’ 
from thefe fafts it appears uaneceffary, 
yet, to fatisfy the fears of foreign nations, 
and cautions on their part not to be com. 
plained of in 4 danger whofe limiis are yet 
unknown te them, | have frilly enjoined 
ea the officers at the head of the cuftoms 
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fel failing tor a foreign port, the flate of 
health refpe€ting this tever which prevails 
at the place from whictt the fails. Under 
every motive from charaGer and duty to 
certify the trath, 1 have no doubt they 
have faitifully executed this injun€tion. 
Much real injury has however been fof. 
tained trom a propenfity to identity with 
this endemic, and to call by the fame name, 
fevers of very different kinds which have 
been known at all times, and in ai] coune 
tries, and never have been placed emong 
thofe deemed contagious. As we advance 
in our knowledge of this difeafe, as taéis 


| develope the fource from which ikxdividu- 


als receive it, the ftate authorities Charged 
with the care ot the pubiie health, and 
congrefs with that of the general com- 
merce, will become able to regulate with 
effe€t their refpe&tive fun@ions in thefe 
departments. The burthen cf quaran- 
tines is felt at home as well as abroad: 
their efhicacy merits examination. Altho’ 
the health-laws ef the flate fhould be tound 
to need no prefent revifal by congreis, yer, 
cominerce claims that their attention be’ 
ever awake to them. ree 


Since our laft meeting the afpeétef our 
foreign relations has confiderably em Ay 
Our coafls have been infefted and ha 
watched by private armed veffels, fome.ot 
them without commiffions, fome with ille- 
gal commiflions, others with thofe of le. 
gal form, but committing piratical as be- 
yond the authority of their commiffions. 
They have captured in the very entrance 
of our harbours as well as on ihe high feas, 
not only the veifels of our triends coming 
to trade with us, but ovr own alfo. They 
have carried them off under pretence of 
legal adjudication; but not daring to ap. 
proach a court of juftice, they have plua- 
dered and funk them by the way, in ob- 
{eure places, where no evidence could a. 
rife againt them, maltreated the crews, 
and abandoned them in boats in the open 
fea, or on- defert fhores, without tood or 
covering. Thele enormities appearing to 
be unreached by any contro! of their fov- 
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reigns, I found it neceffary to equip a

According to 
thefea belligerent takes to itfeli a commerce 
with its own enemy. which it denies to a 
neutral, on the ground of its aiding thet 
enemy inthe war. But reafon revolts at 
fuchan inconfiflency, & the neutral having 
equal right with the belligerent to decide 
tne queilion, the interefts of our conflitu- 
ents, and the duty of maintaining the au- 
thority of reafon, the only umpire be- 
tween juft nations, impofe on us the 
obligation of providing an effeétual and de- 
termined oppofitiou to a do€trine fo inju- 
rious tothe rights of peaceable nations. 
Indeed the confidence we ought to have 
in the juflice of others flill countenances 
the hope that a founder view of thofe 
sights will of itfelf induce from every bel- 
ligerent a more correct obfervance of 
them. 

With Spain our negociations for a fet- 
tlement of diffzrences have not had a fat- 
isfaflory iflue. Spoliations during the 
former war, for wliich fhe had formally ac- 
knowledged herfelf refponfible, have been 
retufed to be compenfated but on condi- 
tions affe€iing other claims in no wife con- 
netted with them. Yetthe fame pra€tices 
are renewed in the prefent war and are al- 
ready of great amount. On the Mobile

The law providing for a naval peace 
eftablifrment fixes the number of frigates 
which fhel! be kept in conflant fervice in 
time of peace ; and prefcribes that they 
fhal] be manned by not more than 2-3¢s of 
their complement of feamen and ordina- 
ry feamen.. Whether a frigate may be 


trufted to two thirds of her proper comple- 
ment of men muft depend on the nature 
of the fervice on which fhe is ordered. 
That may fometiines, for her fatety, as wel! 
| es to enfare her objt&, require her fulle# 
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complement. {a adverting to this fubjeét, 
Congrefs will perhaps confijer whether 
the beit limitation on the Executive dif- 
cretion in this cafe would not be by the 
number of feamen which may be employ- 
ed in the whole fervice, rather than by the 
number of veifzis. Occafions often arile for 
the employment of {mail, than of large 
yelfels ; and it would le(fen rifque as well 
as expence, to be authorized to employ 
on preterence. The limitation fuggefted 
by the number of feamen would admit a 
feleétion of veffels belt adapted to the ler- 
vice. 

Our Indian neighbors are advancing, 
many ot them with fpirit, and others begin- 
uing to engage in the pur{uits of agricul. 

They 
are becoming fenfible that the earth yields 
fubfiftence with lefs labor than the foreft, 
and find it theirintereft, from time to time, 
co difpole of parts of theirfurplusand watte 
lands tor the means of improving thole they 
occupy,and of fubfilting their families while 
they are preparing their farms.

the means of doing fo, 

On the firft occafion ot addrefling Con- 
grefs, fluce by the choice of my conftitu- 
ents, [| have entered on a fecond term of 
adminiftiation, { embrace the apoortunny 
to give this pudtic allurance that [ will ex- 
ert my beft endeavours to adminiffer faith. 
fully the Executive Departineat, aad will 
zealuufly co-operate wits you in any meaf- 
ure which may tend to fecure the liberty, 
orofperity, and perfonal fatety of our tel- 
low citizens, an} to confolidate the repud- 
lican forms and principles of our govern- 
ment. 

Inthe courfe of your feffian you fhall 
receive ai! the aid which I can give for the 
difpatch of the public bufiaefs, and all the 
information neceflary for your delibera- 
tions of which the interefts of our own 
country, and the confidence repofed in us 
by others, will admit a communication.

This action is the irsc 
result of the vastest plan thata Great Commander 
could ever conceive. I'he march of the Grand Ar- 
my was asure guarantee of its triumphs ; so indeed 
even before the first news of it had been received, 
the public opinion was at perfect ease. It seems 
that the war is already made, and that peace is 
ready to be renewed. Stocks never experienced a 
greater rise, nor a more substantial support. On 
the other side, the Austrian Monarchy never was n 
a more Critical situation. The Emperor Francis, a- 
bandoned by the great vassals whom he has so im- 
prudently provoked, ill served by anally, who per- 
haps speculates upon his losses, will soon have no 
other resource, but the magnanimity of a vanquisher 
who has never abused victory. 

Twelve battalions of Grenadiers and four squad- 
rons Of Cuirassiers are the main body of a great ar- 
my ; the loss Of trem-mnust throw a damp. over the 
Austrians. Besides, we see among them no organ. 
ized army, no decided plan, ne general capaple of 
stopping the impetuous march of the great Gallo- 
German army. The name of the commander who 
was at first designated seems to be condemned to 
ridicule ; the afiair which has recently taken place, 
finishes his reputation.

19: Vendemaire—11th Oct 

The battle Wertingen was succeeded in 24 hours 
by that of Gunzbourg. Marshall Ney marched with 
the army under his command, as also, with. the di- 
vision of Loison, unto Langeneau, and the division 
of Mather unto Gunzbourg. The enemy endeavor- 
ed to oppose themselves, but were routed on every 
side. It was in vain then that Prince Ferdinand ap). 
peared in person to defend Gunzbourg. General 
Mather was attacked by the 59th regiment, the com- 
bat became obstinate, corps to corps. Col. Lacuee 
was killed at the head of his regiment, which, nor- 
withstanding the most vigorous resistance, carried 
the bridge by great force. The cannon which de- 
fended it were taken by force, and the advantage- 
ous situation of Gunzbourg, remained in our posses- 
sion, Three attacks of the enemy were inefiectual, 
and they afterwards retired with precipitation. The 
reserve under Prince Murat arrived at Bergau and 
pursued the enemy during the night and made a 
great slaughter. abi 

The conscripts have shewed as much bravery-and 
military conduct as the old soldiers. When the bat- 
tle commences, they lose the name of conscripts ; 
all aspire to that of soldiers, The weather contin- 
ues very bad, it still continues to rain very hard, but 
nothwithstanding the army is in good health, 

Theenemy lost more than 2500 mer in the battle 
of?Gunzbourg ; we have taken 1200 prisoners and 
®pieces of cannon. Our loss is about 400 men, 
éither wounded or dead ; Major General Aspre is a- 
mong the prisoners.

Private letters from Strasburg, which we have 
this moment received, announce the taking of Uim. 
It is yetonly arumor; But nothing can surprise 
when we consider the extraordinary celerity with 
which Nupoleomthe First executes plans so vast and 
so complicated.
